GORMAN’S APPEAL. 


He Asks the Senate to Let Silwen 
Alone. 

Washington, February 20.—In accordance 
with the order made yesterday, the senate 
met today at ll o'clock, which is to be the 
regular hour of meeting till the 4th of 
March next. There was a fair attendance 
of senators in the chamber when the -pro- 
ceedings opened. 

The vice president having laid before the 
senate the resolution offered last night by 
Mr. Wolcott, declaring it as the senge of the 
senate that a consideration of the silver 
bill should not be 
session of congress, Mr. Jones, democrat, 
of Arkansas, who had charge of that bill, 


“I wish to say that the friends of the 
regular order—tne pending silver bill—have 
no disposition to incur the risk of un extra 
session. 

“We so stated at the beginning. Develop- 
ments have shown that, while the friends 
of the measure have a majority in this 
body, it is impossible to pass the bill at the 
presént late day of the session without in- 


priation bills and an extra session. Under 
these circumstances, the friends of the 
si:ver measure have authorized me to say 
that they will not further proceed at this 
session of congress.”’ 

No comment was made on this announce- 
ment by any senator, and no formal action 
was taken on the resolution. Other bus!- 
ness having intervened, the silver bill was 
made the text for a speech by Mr. Higgins, 
republican, of Delaware, who referred to 
its statutes as legislation let alone, and 
said that all that che bill amounted to— 
inasmuch as it could not become a law—was 
a declaration of policy, and that the resolu- 
tion of the senator from Colorado meant 
just the same thing. 

Mr. Higgins’s speech was interrupted at 
12 o'clock by the vice president, who an- 
nounced the close of the morning hour and 
the taking up of the unfinished business, 
being the silver bill. 

“Let it be laid aside informally,” Mr. 
Jones, of Arkansas, suggested, “so as to 
allow the senator from Delaware to con- 
clude his remarks.”’ 

Mr. Gorman’s Objects. 

“I must appeal to the senator from Dela- 
ware,’’ Mr. Gorman broke in, “as well as 
to the senator from Arkansas to cease this 
discussion at this time. All the great ap- 
propriation bills are p/nding in the senate 
or in committee, and it will be almost im- 
possible to have fair consideration of them 
unless we begin now. I must appeal to the 
senator from Delaware in the public inter- 
est to give way and to permit me to make 
@ motion that. th te the 
corvsideration of the Indian appropriation 


bill.”’ 

After discussion, Mr. Gorman made his 
motion, and Mr. Butler’ who desired to go 
on with the pooling bill, demanded the yeas 
and nays. The vote was taken, and the 
motion was agreed to—yeas 55, nays 12. 

The negative votes were given by Senators 
Blanchard, Butler, Camden, Cameron, 
Faulkner, Hunton, Jones of Arkansas, Lind- 
say, Martin, Mitchell of Wisconsin, Quay 
and Wolcott.

price of silver, by a further decline in the 
prices of property, bonds and securities, 
and by an attempt to retire the green- 
backs; and all these predictions had been 
fulfilled. The democratic party, which had 
pledged itself to the coinage of both gold 
and silver, and tc the repeal of the Q\&x on 
state banks, had failed to keep its pledge, 
and would) now “be deprived of power, 
without ever being in power.” 

The regular consideration of the Indian 
appropriation bill was then procerded with. 

Chandler Touches Up Carlisle.

TEN TIMES OVER. 


Morgan &] Company Receive Bids for 
$300,000,000 of Bonds, 


THEIR DEAL 18 A BOGE SUCCESS 


No Occasion to Have Allowed Any 
Bonds to Go Abroad. 


ENGLAND'S DEMAND NOT SATISFIED 


People Fought for sa Chance to Get Our 
Coin Obligations-Tnere Must Be 
Another Issue tor the Investors. 


New York, February 20.—The subscrip- 
tions for the $62,500,000 United States 4 per 
cents were opened promptly at 10 o'clock 
this morning at the office of J. Pierrepont 
Morgan & Co,, and just twenty minutes 
later the subscriptions were @iosed. 

There was little or no excitement at the 
office of Morgan & Co,, in fact, the at- 
tendance there was about the same as on 
ordinary business days, This is account- 
ed for by the fact that the bulk of the 
bids were sent in by mail and for this 
reason today’s performance wads looked 
upon as a mere formality, to use the ex- 
pression of one of the leading members 
of the syndicate. The bonds were sub- 
scribed for at least ten times over and 
the loan in every particular has been an 
enormous success. Mr. Morgan is au- 
thority for the statement that no details 
will be given out until Saturday, when al- 
lotments are to pt made, The bonds sold 
at 4 per cent premium m Lohdon today 
and 116 was bid on the street here this 
morning. A principal member of the syn- 
dicate is authority for the statément that 
the enormous over-subscription of the 
bonds was astounuing even to the syndi- 
cate. The success of fhe whole deal 
abroad cannot be measured in the immedi- 
ate connection with the sale of the bonds. 
It is anticipated that it will revive the 
interest in American securities and stimu- 
late an interest in our railroad securities 
such as has not existed since the Baring 
panic, thus turning:+the real balance of 
exchange in our favor so that when exports 
of breadstuffs begin next fall the natural 
flow of gold will once more be toward the 
United States. The strain upon our gold 
holdings will thus be relieved for the first 
time in two years. 

More Gold Than They Needed. 

New York, February 20.—The gold pay- 
ments of the Morgan-Belmont syndicate, 
due from this country, were completed this 
morning. Mr. J. P.. Morgan, finding that 
there was a surplus of $1,123,000 gold on 
hand, turned it over to the subtreasury 
at 2 o'clock and took legal tenders in ex- 
change. 

When the whole transaction is completed 
it is expected that the syndicate will turn 
between $75,000,000 or $80,000,000 into the 
treasury, as all payments for subscriptions 
made in gold will be handed over to the 
subtreasury. 

The Secretary Notified. 


Washington, February 20.—United States 
Treasurer Jordan sent this telegram to As- 
sistant Secretary Curtis this afternoon: 

“New York, February 20, 2:30 p, m.—lIn- 
form the secretary that the syndicate has 
completed the matter of the purchase of 
gold coin on this side and have now turn- 
ed in $123,000,000 gold coin in exchange for 
United States notes fn excess of contract,’’ 

This is understood to mean that $30,000,000 
in gold have been secured by the Belmont- 
Morgan syndicate in America for payment 
of the bonds, the balance, nearly $35,000,000, 
having been secured in London, when 
more than four times the allotment for 
that side was subscribed for. So far 
$23,052,370 in gold have been received by 
the treasury from the syndicate and $22,- 
060,820 in certificates issued to it, It will 
probably be several weeks before the 
bonds are ready for delivery, 


Englishmen Fight for Them. 

London, February 20.—The United States 
loan prospectus was issued very late yes- 
terday afternoon and a regular fight ensued 
at Morgan’s for places in the line and 
this morning there was a renewed rush of 
subscribers, The loan was subscribed for 
many times over. The premium at one 
time this afternoon reached 4%. 

Nothing Surprising? 

London, February 20.—The Daily Graphic 
will say tomorrow: “Before the lists for 
the American loan had been opened two 
hours the loan was covered fifteen times 
over. There is nothing surprising in this, 
however, as both the security and interest 
in this investment are exceptional. Every 
credit is due Mr. Cleveland for the tenacity 
and resource with which he has staved 
off what might have been a serious disas- 
ter.”’ 

The Standard wilf say tomorrow: “Esti- 
mates vary as to the number oi' times the 
loan was covered, the highest being thir- 
ty and the lowest five. According to the 
general opinion it is between ten and 
twenty. The dealings were just as active 
as the applications.”’ 

The Daily News will say: “There is a 
reason to believe that the part of the 
American bonds offered here were coverad 
nearly fifteen times, irrespective of any 
applications that may arrive from the 
country. The allotment letters probably 
will be issued early next week.”’ 

The Financial News will say: “The les- 
gon ought not to be thrown away on con- 
gress that a loss of $530,000 annually wf 
be caused the treasury because of the ob- 
stinacy of members in not authorizing 
a gold loan.” ‘ 

The Times learns that at least £3,000,000 
are locked up temporarily in application 
payments to the American loan. 


THEY WILL SIFT THE MATTER. 


The Disposition of the Charges 
Against Wild Not Satisfactory. 
Columbus, O., February 20.—The charges 

of bribery made by Mark Wild, president 

of the Columbus trade assembly, and state 
organizer of the American Railway Union, 
against John McBride, president of the 

American Federation of Labor, were not 

satisfactorily disposed of by the recent 

miners’ convention, which exonerated Mr. 

McBride, and now those who believe Mc- 

Bride guilty will take advantage of exist- 

ing circumstances to sift the matter to the 

bottom. 

Next Monday night Mr. Wild will tender 
his resignation as president of the local 
trades assembly pending a full investiga- 
tion of the McBride charges, and a com- 
mittee will be appointed to go to the Lot- 
tom of the affair. As nearly all the unions 
connected with the trades assembly be- 
long to national organizations affiliated 
with the American Federation of Labor, 
great importance attaches to this inves- 


tigation. It is of national importance in 
the labor world, and will settle the fate of 
either Wild or McBri-le. 

At one of the banks of this city has been 
found a check for a large sum of money 
made by a prominent coal operator and 
endorsed by John McBride. It was paid 
about the time of the settlement of the 
miners’ big strike last summer, end an 
effort is to be made to have McBride ac- 
count for the money. 

Ohio miners believe McBride gullty and 
mean to stand by Wild. The latter is daily 
receiving scores of letters from labor lead- 
ers throughout the country commending 
him for the stand he took in the McBride 
affair. 


FOR FAIR ELECTIONS. 


Vrginia Populists Are Still Trying to 
Get a Convention. 

Richmond, Va., February 20.—(Special,)— 
Mr, J. Haskins Hobson, of Powhatan, chair- 
man of the people's party state committee, 
is here'tonight and declares that the pro- 
posed fair elections conference between rep- 
resentatives of the ufferent parties has not 
been abolished, On the other hand, h expects 
within a few days to fix a time for the 
meeting, which would have been held some- 
time ago but for the inability of General 
Mahone to be present and the fact that the 
prohibitionists had no state chairman, Mr. 
Hobson says he is receiving many letters 
showing interest in the reform movement 
and the populists, republicans and prohibi- 
tionists will be well represented. The dem- 
ocrats will not come, Election reform will 
be made the issue in the legislative election 
next fall.

Aut Shipments of eight inches and under no 
board shall be admitted that is scant more 
than one-quarter of an inch; on ten-inch 
lumber, three-eights of an inch. on twelve- 
inch lumber, three-eights of an inch; on 
fourteen-inch lumber and over, one-half 
of an inch.

SMALLPOX IN ST. LOUIS. 


Eighty-Five Cases of the Disease re- 
Ported Yesterday. 

St. Louis, Mo., February 20.—At noon to- 
day eighty-five cases of smallpox were re- 
ported, and this number is expected to be 
increased when the complete returns are re- 
ceived tonight. The health officers are be- 
ginning to realize the gravity of the situa- 
tion and are making energetic efforts to 
check the spread of the disease, Two cases 
of smaltpox were discovered yesterday in 
the schools for colored children and the 
schools were ordered closed. So far the 
disease is mainly confined to the colored 
population, but it is feared the contagion 
will spread to the white people through 
the medium of porters, coachmen and wait- 
ers, who frequent the infected districts. 
The daily supply of vaccine virus was ex- 
hausted an hour after being received. It 
is estimated that an average of 2,000 per- 
gons are vaccinated daily.

THE FIRE ENGINE WAS FROZEN. 


Forty Business Houses Totally De- 
stroyed by the Flames. 

Utica, N. Y., February 20.—At 8:30 o’clock 
last evening fire was seen in the furniture 
store of Rowlands & Beal, in Hamilton, a 
village twenty-nine miles south of this 
city, and the seat of Colgate university. 
The one fire engine in the village was 
frozen up, the water pressure of a new 
system of, waterworks was miserably 
small, and the fire swept the business por- 
tion of the town. A stiff breeze fanned 
the flames, and before aid could be sent 
from Utica and the surrounding villages, 
forty business places werg totally de- 
stroyed. The burned distri¢y includes all 
buildings facing the park and fronting on 
Eaton, Broad and Lebanon streets, 

In this district was the Smith block, 
erected at a cost of $60,000; the Tripp, a 
three-story brick building; the Davis, a 
three-story brick; the Tripp opera house, 
the Shores brick building, the Na*ional 
Hamilton bank, the postoffice, the engine 
house, the Masonic hall, The Flamilton 
Sentinel building, the” Rowlands building, 
the Mott brick building, the Dodge estate 
stone building, the Danning estate brick 
building, Bonney & Tleldon’s brick build- 
ing, Haskell's building, the Rice building 
and the Smith estate building. 

These are the principal structures, and in 
them were many stores and offices. Prac- 
tically nothing was saved. Merchandise 
and goods which were remoyed to.~the 
Stre@t caught fire and burned or were ‘spoil- 
ed by rivulets of melting snow.) It will be 
long before Hamilton recovers from this 
conflagration. All of the business blocks 
were destroyed. A conservative estimate 
plages the loss at $200,000, with a nofninal

The letters were addressed to the 
correspondents of the bank in New York, 
Philadelphia, Wilkesbarre, Elmira and 
Shamokin and represented a great deal of 
clerical work, the cash and time items ag- 
gregating $60,000. 

Gilmore picked tthe letters up on the 
street, where they had been dropped, and 
tried to deposit one of the drafts with the 
Delaware County Trust Company, of Ches- 
ter, Pa., under the name of D. 8S. McDonald. 
The receiving teller’s suspicion was aroused 
and Gilmore was requested to leave the 
draft for collection. The Williamsport bank 
was notified and his arrest followed. In 
addition to this the Delaware Trust Com- 
pany preferred a charge against him of 
attempting to obtain money by false pre- 
tenses. A similar charge was made against 
him by the Central Trust Company, of 
Camden, N. J., through which he collected 
one of the missing drafts for $500. Gilmore 
admitted that on January 14th and 15th he 
forged the name of W. H. Painter, cashier 
of the West Branch bank, to two sight 
drafts on the Farmers’ end Mechanics’ 
bank of this city. 

One was in the name of D. 8. McDonald 
and was for $460, and the other, for $500, was 
in favor of F. P. Schade. Gilmore was 
until] recently a clerk in the West Branch 
bank, of Williamsport. It is not yet known 
how much money Gilmore realized. 


THE INDIAN COTTON DUTIES 


Will Be Discussed in the English 
House of Commons Today. 

London, February 20.—The Daily News is 
informed that Sir Henry James, liberal un- 
fonists, will move the adjournment of the 
house of commons tomorrow to direct at- 
tention to the Indian cotton duties. He pro- 
poses to divide the house. The discussion 
will be extremely critical, as many lib- 
erals have Lancashire seats. 

The News will have a double leaded 
leader on the subject. The tone of this 
leader and the care taken to avoid definite 
opinions betray some apprehension as to 
the result. The writer says: 

“It is well known, despite all the pains 
that have been taken to reconcile’ the 
financial necessities of India with trade 
interests at home, that the ministers have 
failed entirely to satisfy the cotton indus- 
try of Lancashire, which naturally is sen- 
sitive to any proposals affecting its busi- 
ness interests so far from prosperous. Mr. 
Fowler, secretary for India, will accept Sir 
Henry James’s challenge and discussion 
will not be avoided. The proposition of the 
government will be made ‘lear and the 
country and government will learn pre- 
cisely where the opposition and any of 
the Lancashire liberals who are supposed 
to be wavering are standing. This is the 
important question.’’ 

In some quarters the opinion is that 
the government will resign at once if de. 
feated on the issue of the cotton duties. 
Probably the limits to which the govern-

A MARCH OF BLOOD. 


Rye Witnesses Describe the Barbarities 
Committed on the Poor Armenians, 


MOOSIR PASHA HAD NO COMPASSION 


The Number of His Victims Is 
Estimated at 7,500. 


VILLAGERS FLED AT HIS APPROACH 


Those Who Remained Behind Were 
, Slaughtered—The Bodies Were 
Left Where They Fell. 


Boston, Mass., February 20.—The Globe 
publishes the following from Moosh, Asia 
Minor, which it says is the first descrip- 
tion by an eyewitness of Moorshir Pasha’s 
“march of blood.” Mooshir Pasha is the 
military governor of the city of Krzeroum, 
and started by order of the sultan into the 
Sassoun district last September. Innumer- 
able burned villages and 7,293 lives was the 
price of this official visit: 

*“‘Moosh, Asia Minor, January 7.—The 
number of our dead countrymen in the 
four towns visited by Mooshir Pasha will 
not be far short of 7,500. This is from the 
bodies counted and known to have perished, 
We cannot tell how many others there may 
be. The first town entered by Mooshir Pa- 
Sha was Shinik. It contains four villages, 
Shinik, Mezra, Koojock and Dopy. When 
our people here heard of the arrival of the 
pasha, Fr Johannis, with 240 of the lead- 
ing townsmen, went to meet him to be- 
seech him to have mercy upon them. They 
were surrounded by soldiers long before 
they could get to Mooshir Pasha, and every 
one was kiiled. Their bodies were put in 
the church and bufsied. Then taey proceed- 
ed to burn the villages. The number kill- 
ed from Shinik proper number 23, and 31 
from the rest of the villages. Tnose who 
escaped are now in the villages surrcund- 
ing this town, but the villagers are them- 
Selves very poor, and many go hungry. 

“Mooshir Pasha left Shinik to go to the 
next town in the Sassoun district. This 
town is Alyan, and has fourteen villages. 
‘The people heard of his coming and how 
he had twenty-four compa each of 
400 men, besides twenty-thr nnon, They 
knew that it was useless to al to him, 
BO they fled to the village @ “hi because 
of its rocks and steppes, “Znd there they 
could better escape him. y stayed in 
tne mountains for almost 
when ali food was gone 
nothing left to do, they 
could. Two thousand bo 
hind at Chi.

kilied. Patriot Vartan was like a god, and 
Killed nineteen men with his own sword 
before he fell dead. Fr Bedras was a 
soldier, too, and encouraged his children, 
and when he was at last killed, his body 
was cut in pieces and given to the Cogs. 

“Alpag was the last town that the blood- 
thirsty tyrant visited, and this place con- 
tains eight villages—Verien, Chaden, Moo- 
davar, Eukik, Kalaxas, Choroop rid Dav- 
scrig. The people had, for the most part, 
made their escape, but when Mooshir and 
his soldiers went their way 1,300 bodies were 
found even here. Many more were burned 
but their number cannot be known. 

“All bodies were left where they were 
outchered, and those who tvould travel this 
district must risk their lives through the 
pestilential odors that go up from so many 
dead. All who escaped from the Sassoun 
district came to the villages of the plains 
of Moosh, and hungry, destitute ::.1d brok- 
en hearted, they look for hope ard heip 
and sympathy from the civilized world, to 
whom the news of this terrible lot may 
come.” 


Annoying Tourists.

A QUESTION OF SANITY. 


It is Likely to Figure in the Giving 
Trial. 

Minneapolis, Minn., February 20.—The 
Hayward trial was called to order prompt- 
ly on time this morning for a change. 

The defense called Frank Springstandt, 
Wha statad that he accompanied Miss 
Brown, (the witness of*yesterday), to Lake 
Calhoun on the evening of the murder. 
While skating he heard two shots fired. 
While walking up Lake street after they 
had finished skating they saw two men 
talking, They passed on ahead. Witness 
thought their conduct was strange, be- 
cause they came from a neighboring ice- 
house. They reached the lake about 7:30 
o’clock and heard the shots fired fifteen 
mirutes later. This contradicts the tes- 
timony of Mrs. Naegale, who swore the 
shots were fired at 8 o'clock. 

Horace L. Wells, paying teller of the 
City bank, testified to changing bills of a 
large denomination for $100 ones for Hay- 
ward. 

Louise Ireland, the niece of Miss Ging, 
was then placed on the stand, She swore 
inat Hayward was at her rooms at 7:30 
o'clock on the night of the murder. The 
Saturday before the murder Hayward vis- 
ited Miss Ging, not leaving until after ll 


o'clock,

There- 
fore, testimony} could not be introduced 
now to show Airy insane, The defense 
took exception fo the rule, claiming that 
they have the right to attack the credi- 
of the witness, Adry, by proving 
insanity.

About 350 farmers, representing 
Alabama, Georgia, South Carolina and Mis- 
sissippi, were present, Among the distin- 
guished people from abroad were Dr. Fris- 
sell, of Hampton institute, Virginia; Anna 
Dawes, of Pittsfield, Mass,, daughter of ex- 
Senator Dawes; Rev. W. P. Dillingham, of 
New York city; Rev. Dr. Chaney, of Rich- 
mond; Rev. Dr. John, of Clark university,

following declarations were unanimously 
adopted as the sense of the conference: 

“The seriousness of our condition lies in 
the fact that in the states where the colored 
people are most numerous, at least 90 per 
cent of them are in the country.

Their industrial, educational and 
moral condition is slowly improving, but 
the masses ave sgtill slaves of poverty and 
ignorance, and are sadly wanting in rea] 
character. 

“We urge all to buy land and to cultivate 
it thoroughly; to raise more food supplies; 
to build houses with more than. one room; 
to tax ourselves to build betier  school- 
houses and to extend the ‘term to at least 


character of our leaders, especially minis- 
ters and teachers; to keep out of debt: to 
avoid lawsuits; to treat our’ women better, 
and that conferences similar in aim to this 
one be held in every community where 
practicable. 

‘“‘More can be accomplished by going for- 
ward than by complaining, With all our dis- 
advantages, nowhere is there afforded us 
such business opportunities as are offerea 
i nthe south. We should discourage the emi-

NEW BATTLESHIPS FOR THE NAVY. 


The House Passes the Bill for Their 
Construction. 

Washineton, February 20.—So far as the 
house is concernea the navy will be further 
increased by the construction of three bat- 
tleships and nine torpedo boats. At the 
close of four days’ deliberation on the bill 
making appropriations for the navy and 
naval establishments for the year ending 
June 30, 1896, the house passed the meas- 
ure practically as it was reported by the 
committee after having refused by a vote 
of 199 to 67 to recommit the bil, upon mo- 
tion of Mr. Sayers, with instructions to 
strike out the provisions for battleships. 
An amendment offered by Mr. Sayers was 
agreed to, providing that the secretary 
of the navy should not contract to pay a 
higher price for armor plate or gun steel 
than is paid for the same article by for- 
eign governments. It was also provided 
that two of the nine torpedo boats should 
be constructed on the Mississippi river. 

Efforts by Mr. Cannon, republican, of 
Illinois, to make the bill carry an appro- 
priation of $20,000,000 or $5,000,000 toward de- 
fraying the cost of the battleships, were 
unavailable. 

In this connection a letter was read from 
Secretary Herbert stating that if the con- 
struction of the battleships was author- 
ized in the pending bill there would be ex- 
pended in the year ending June 30, 1896, on 
that account, only $513,200. 

The Hawalian Cable. 

The naval bill being out of the way, the 
house spent an lhrour or two discussing the 
Hawalian cable project upon the report of 
the conference over the diplomatic and 
consular appropriation bill. Mr. McCreary, 
democrat, of Kentucky, opposed the con- 
cable as a government 
enterprise, and moved that the house in- 
sist upon its disagreement to the senate 
amendment authorizing the president to 
contract for laying the cable. Mr. Hitt, 
republican, of Illinois, one of the conferees, 
moved that the house concur in the sen- 
ate. amendment, ane. forcibly advocated 
the construction NeG.e cable. He read | 
from the annua; 2@ssage of President 
Cleveland in 1886 and 1888 to show that as 
far back as that period the president ad- 
vised congressional ‘action to secure tele- 
graphic communicgztion with the Hawaiian 
islands. The matier was not disposed of 
when the adjourned. 

A bill was passed over the unfavorable 
report of the committee of the whole, hav- 
ing been previously passed by Snistake, 
and recalled from the senate, to increase 
the pension of Thomas Corrigan.

FIVE PERSONS FROZEN. 


Death Came to the Whole Pamily 
While Asleep. 

Irondale, Mo., February 20.—From Beau- 
fort mountains eight miles south of this 
place comes the report of a sad incident 
which happened in that section during the 
recent blizzard. A woodchopper named 
John C. Warner, his wife and three chil- 
dren were found frozem to death. The 
place where the bodies were found is an 
isolated wood-chopping, three miles from 
the nearest farmer and five miles from any 
town. 

The finding of the bodies was purely acci- 
dental. James Rollins, a young farmer, was 
tracking a deer, and while passing through 
the clearing noticed a smali cabin, and, be- 
ing attracted to it, pushed open the door 
and was horrified to see, on rude beds, the 
forms of five persons, all still in death. It 
is supposed the summons came while they 
slept, as all were under cover and showed 
ne signs cf pain or a struggle. Rollins at 
ence notified his neighbors, who made. 
coffins and buried the entire family on the 
hillside. 

They may have been dead two or three 
weeks, but it is probable that they died on 
Friday night, February 8th, wren the ther- 
mometer registered 15 degrees below zero 
in this community. 


MECKLENBURG’S OVERNMENT. 
A Wild Scene in the Reichstag Caus- 
ed by a2 Radical. 

Berlin, February 20.—The reichstag was 
stirred deeply today by a debate on Dr. 
Pachnicke’s bill for the introduction of 
popular representation in all federal states. 
The bill was aimed mainly at Mecklenberg, 
where the same mediaeval conditions pre- 
vail as before 1848. 

Eugene Richter, radical leader, made a 
@cathing speech concerning the grand duke 
and his method of government. He said 
that Mecklenberg would have been extinct 
long ago but for the great number of ilie- 
gitimate births. The social democrats and 
radicals cheered loudl¥Y and the conserva- 
tives protested. i 

Herr von Oertzen, Mecklenburg’s member 
of the federal council, sprang to his feet 
and, trembling with indignation, denounced 
“Herr Richter’s indecent language.” <A 
deafening tumult was evoxed by the word 
*“indecent.”” From the left of the chamber 
came a chorus o% shouts for order and 
from the right repeated cheers for Oertzen. 

After ringing the bell fully two minutes 
President von Levetzow restored compara- 
tive quiet. He then graveiy reproved Vert- 
zen for his language, which, thhe said, was 
entirely contrary to the traditions of the 
house. The cheering from the left was 
followed by the vote. The bill, although 
supported by the socialists, radicals and 
the majority of national liberal, was de- 
feated. ‘

Mastern Manufacturers Caught for 
810,000—Local Creditors Protected. 

Knoxville, Tenn., February 20.—(Special.) 
J. E. Lutz & Co., leading retail shoe and 
hat dealers of this city, made a deed of 
trust this morning for the benefit of:their 
creditors. The liabilitigs are $31,078.87. The 
value of the assets is not estimated.

PAY FOR THE SUGAR GROWERS. 


The Senate Will Most Likely Pass the 
Bill. 

Washington, February 20.—There is every 
probability that the senate will pass the bill 
paying to sugar growers of this country a 
bounty on all sugar grown up to the time 
the new tariff act went into effect and on 
all that will be produced under licenses au- 
thorized prior to the repeal of the Mc- 
Kinley act up to the time of the expiration 
of those licenses, July ist next. An 
amendment to this effect will be offered 
in the senate to the sundry civil bill as a 
committee amendment. The vote on this 
question, when the matter was in the com- 
mittee, was a tie, owing to the absence of 
Mr, Cullom, who is sick, For this reason 
it was not made a part of the bill, but the 
omission was made with understanding 
that an amendment should be reported in 
accordance with the views of Mr. Cu.lom, 
and the amendment should have all the 
force as if originally reported by the com- 
mittee as a part of the bill. 

Mr. Allison is now engaged in drawing 
up the amendment. It will carry an appro- 
priation of between $4,000,000 and $5,000,000 
and will give a bounty of 2 cents a pound 
on al) sugar produced up to August 28th 
and 810 of a cent a pound on a.l sugar 
made under licenses that were granted 
prior to the repeal of the bounty law. This 
is done on the ground that the bounty 
is equitably due, for the reason tnat there 
is an implied contract on the part of the 
government to meet the obligations it 
incurred when it issued the iicenses, and for 
the further reason that the repeal of the 
McKinley law cannot abrogate licenses 
issued until the expiration of the period 
for which they were designated to run. 
The amendment will be drawn 80 ast oO 
carefully guard both the rights of the 
domestic sugar growers and the fgovern- 
ment. Undoubtedly there will be a fight 
against it, but the republicans favor it, 
and, as it is endorsed by the republicans, 
it will be seen that it will have a neat 
majority, not overlooking the fact that 
the two Louisiana senators amd possibly 
one or two others will vote for it.

The appointment of Dr. Roche is gen- 
erally commended. Mr, Roche made an 
enviable reputation for the state by his 
work at the New Orleans and other expo- 
sitions. 

The exhibit of woods made by the state 
at the New Orleans exposition, and which 
attracted as much attention, perhaps, as 
any one feature there is still preserved 
at Clemson college. It is to be.overhauled 
and considerable additions are to be made, 
and it is to be. carried to Atlanta in its 
entirety. 

The state has already secured 5,000 ‘feet 
of fioor space, but double that amount 
will be needed. A committee will go to 
Atianta in a few days to obtain an addi- 
tion of 5,0 feet. 

Nearly $4,000 is now available for the ex- 
position exhibit, and the work of raising 
funds has not fairly begun.

IR, G. RLBMING DIES, 


The Superintendent of the Savannah, 
Florida and Western Passes Away. 


PARALYSIS BROUGHT THE END 


One of the Best Known Railroad Men in 
the Country—A Man of Many 
Warm Friends. 


Savannah, Ga., February 20.—(Special.)— 
Captain R.G. Fleming, superintendent of the 
Savannah, Florida and Western railroad 
died today at 1 o'clock as the result of the 
stroke of paralysis with which he was at- 
tacked Tuesday night February 12th. He 
began ginking rapidly this morning, and 
it Was soon apparent that he could not last 
long. He was surrounded at the time by 
the members of his family. Though his 
death has been daily expeeted, the an- 
houncement of it has caused much grief 
and sorrow wherever he was known. It 
is probable that a special free train will be 
run on the Savannah, Florida and Western 
railroad to bring in employ23 wishing to at- 
tend the funera!, which, it is thought, will 
take place on Friday. 

Captain Fleming began his railroad career 
at the bottom and worked his way to the 
top, He was a/srailroad man every 
inch of him, and knew his business thor- 
Oughly in every department. He was born 
April 12, 1838, in Columbia, 8. C., and in 
1855, when seventeen years of age, entered 
the service of the old Greenville and Colum- 
bia railroad as an apprentice in the machine 
Shops at Helena, S. C. He had serve? his 
time in the shops and was occupying a sub- 
ordinate position when the war broke out. 
He entered the service of the confederate 
states in 1861 as a lieutenant of infantry 
and was later promoted to a captaincy. He 
served throughout the entire four years of

the war and was severely wounded in the 
Shoulder. He re-entered the service of the 
Greenville and Columbia railroad after the 
war and was an agent of the road for two 
years. In 1867 he went with the Charlotte, 
Columbia and Augusta railroad, first as 
agent and afterwards as conductor. ‘In 1868 
he was made master of transportation of 
this line, which position he filled until 1871, 
when he was appointed agent of the Wil- 
mington, Columbia and Augusta railroad, 
at Columbia, In July, 1873, he was made 
superintendent of the Port Royal and Au- 
guta railroad with headquarters at Augus- 
ta, which position he filled for eight years, 
In this position he displayed the administra- 
trative and executive qualities that marked 
him as a leader in the railroad world. His 
residence in Augusta is well rememberca 
by the people of that city by whom he was 
highly esteemed. 

Mr, Plant recognized Captain Fleming's 
ability to fill a larger sphere and when 
Mr. H. S. Haines was made general man- 
ager of the Plant system in October, 1881, 
Captain Fleming succeeded him as superm- 
tendent of the Savannah, Florida and West- 
ern railroad, which position he filled up to 
the time of his death. 

Captain Fleming has always been regard- 
ed as one of Savannah’s most worthy citi- 
zens. He always manifested an active inter- 
est in everything pertaining to this city’s 
welfare, and was regarded as a friend of 
this port, in the railroad world, Though 
he never hesitated to express his political 
preference, he never took any prominent 
part in politics. 

Captain Fleming was as popular with the 
people along the line of his road as he was 
in the city and many messages of inquiry 
have been received since his serious illness 
was announced. 

Captain Fleming is survived by his wife 
and four children—three daughters, Mrs, 
J. B. Johnson and Mrs. H. A. Charlton, of 
Savannah, and Mrs. W. K. Beard, of New 
York, and one son, Mr. R. G. MPieming, 
Jr. In the bosom of his family the deceased 
was kind, affectionate and generous, and 
his loss is a sore one indeed to his widow 
and children. 


FRED DOUGLASS 1S DEAD. 


He Expires Suddenly at His Home. 
An Able Negro. 


Washington, February 20.—Frederick 


Douglass, the well-Known colored orator, 
died suddenly, at 7 o'clock tonight, of 
heart disease, at his home in Anacostia, a 
suburb of Washington, He was a promi- 
nent figure in the woman's convention this 
afternoon, where he occupied a seat upon 
the platform, He was apparently in the 
best of health at that time. 

Frederick Douglass was born at Tucka- 
hoe, near Easton, Maryland, about 1817. 
His father was a white man, his mother a 
negro slave, and he was reared as a slave 
on the plantation of Colonel Edward 
Lloyd until ten years old, when he was 
transferred to a relative of his owner, at 
Ba!timore. There he worked in a ship- 
yard and taught himself to read and 
write, 

At the age of twenty-one he escaped to 
New York, and thence to New Bedford, 
Mass.,. Where he married a negro woman, 
and worked until 1841, when he attended 
an anti-slavery convention at Nantucket, 
and spoke so eloquently on the subject of 
slavery that he was employed as an 
agent of the Massachuseits Anti-Slavery 
Society, and lectured for four yéars, with 
great success. 

In 185 he rewrote his autobiography, 
and accepted an invitation to make a lec- 
turing tour in Great Britain, where, in 
1846, a contribution of £150 was made to buy 
his freedom. Returning to America he 
established, in 1847, Frederick Douglass’s 
paper, a weekly abolition newspaper, at 
Rochester, N. Y. 

In 1855 he re-wrote his autobiography, 
and, in 1882, it appeared as “The Life and 
sames of Frederick Douglass, from 1817 
to 1882."" In 1871 he was secretary to the 
Santo Domingo commission; in 1872 he was 
a presidential elector, and in 1877 Presi- 
dent Hayes appointed him marshal of the 
District of Columbia, President Harrison 
sent him as minister to Hayti, 

About seven years ago he married a 
young white woman, who was a clerk in 
one of the departments at Washington. 


THE DEATH ROLL.

A NEW PARTY- 


Bland Says That the Old Ones Will 
Line Up Anew. 


Washington, February 21.—‘There will 
be a new alignment of parties in the next 
presidential campaign,’ said Representa- 
tive Bland, of Missouri, yesterday. “The 
free silver men intend to get together and 
nominate a man who reflects their senti- 
ments.” 

“Suppose,” it was suggested, “that after 
a contest at the next democratic conven- 
tion a candidate should be selected who is 
opposed to free silver, what would you 
and other gentlemen who entertain views 
on this subject, similar to yours; do in that 
case?” 

“We would not support him.’ 

“But suppose he was the party nomt 
nee?” 

“Ther eis nothing,” replied Mr. Bland, 
“to prevent as many tickets being put in 
the field as is desired, and the free silver 
men would have theirs.”’ 

“Suppose one party nominated a gold 
monometallist and the other a candidate 
who was inclined to be friendly to free 
silver, but did not stand squarely on such 
a platform—what then?’ 

“We want no halfway candidate. 
want a free coinage man or noboty’,’ 

‘You think, then that the money question 
will be the overshadowing issue in the next 
campaign ?”’ 

“It will be the only issue. It ought to 
have been the principal issue two years ago, 
but we were then just emerging from the 
Shadow of sectionalism and the force bill, 
and it was no time to divide on financial 
questions. But that time has now arrived, 
and the next contest will be waged between 
the free coinage men and those who oppose 
that proposition.

A PRINCIPAL WITNESS IS SICK 


And Attorney Jack Slatop Will Be Absent 
from the City~Mr. Mayson Is Not 
the Prosecutor, He Says. 


The charges against Jumbo Hunter, city 
warden, will. not be investigated until the 
latter part of next week. The investigation 
has been postponed at the request of Hun- 
ter’s attorney, Mr. Jack Slaton. 

Mrs, Smith, the principal witness, is also 
ill and can’t appear before the committee, 
This in itself would have necessitated the 
postponement. 

The charges were formulated by Assistant 
Attorney Fulton Colville Tuesday afternoon 
and presented to Mr, Hirsch, chairman of 
the special counvil investigating committee, 
who announced that the trial would take 
place tonight. 

Attorney Slaton called on Mr, Hirsch yes- 
terday and asked for a postponement of the 
investigation on the ground that he was 
going to Florida for a few days, and that 
Mrs. Lou Smith, one of the principal wit- 
nesses for his client was ill. 

Mr. Hirsch agreed to*the postponement 
and decided that he would call the commit- 
tee together during the latter part of next 
week, probably Thursday night. 

The full text of the charges as presented 
to Mr. Hirsch by Attorney Colville, was 
printed in yesterday's Constitution. 

The city warden is charged in them with 
various offenses in connecfion with his 
private and official acts which are not cal- 
culated to become an officer of the law 
and a public or private citizen. 

The information upon which which Mr. 
Colville formulated the charges was given 
by Councilman Mayson, chairmen of the re- 
lief committee of the city council, who it 
has been generally Supposed was the pros- 
ecutor of the charges against Hunter, until 
that supposition was denied by Mr. Mayson 
several days ago. 

Mr. Mayson’s Position. 


Mr. Mayson was seen yesterday and when 
asked what connection he would have with 
the trial of Hunter, said that he would take 
no part in it whatever, he having washed 
his hands of the entire matter, when the 
information which had come to him had 
been referred to the city attorney.

It is a fact to be remembered that 
the British were so proud of our re- 
cently devised tariff that they gave a 
glorious banquet to Mr. Wilson and ap- 
plauded him every time he lifted his 
hand to his mouth. 1f Lickum, Bootum 
& Co., of Washington, were to go over, 
we have no doubt that the British ban- 
quets would be larger, more constant 
and altogether more glorious, for the 
British do not care what kind of a tariff 
we have, whether high or low, so long 
as they own and control the gold, which 
is the only money in which our people 
can pay their debts. ‘The British care 
nothing for our tariffs, so long as they 
can get the products of our labor at 
less than half their value. 

The single gold standard knocks flat 
any barriers that a protective tariff 
might erect, and smothers whatever 
good effect a tariff for revenua only 
might have. That the reason we 
hinted the other day that the tariff 
question is a mere species of humbug- 
gery compared with the money ques- 
tion. We cannot bave any prosperity 
under the British gold standard. Our 
manufacturing industries are now suf- 
fering worse evils than free trade would 
give them, and the people are in more 
desperate straits than if we had pro- 
tection twice as high as the McKinley 
bill piled on them. 

it is no wonder, therefore, that the 
Brilish newspapers applaud the results 
of toryism in this country in the shape 
of new bond issues made for the pur- 
pose of borrowing British gold at high 
rates of interest. Their editors would 
be both foolish and unpatriotic if they 
faled to applaud.

The’Tide Is Turning, 

There is no doubt but that the full 
meaning of the goldbug policy of Presi- 
dent Cleveland is now fully understood 
by the people, and that the tide is turn- 
ing. 

For the past year, since it has been 
definitely known that President Cleve- 
land was unreservedly a gold standard 
man, the editorial columns of those 
newspapers which have attaches snug- 
gled away in some of the departments, 
have been full of denunciations of sil- 
ver as unsound. lis coinage as a money 
of final payment was not to be thought 
of. and even such newspapers as The 
Chicago Herald editorially denounced 
the silver leaders as worse “than the 
rebels of 1861.” 

But the triumph of Count yon Mir- 
bach, in the German reichstag, in com- 
mitting that body to the policy of re- 
newed silver coinage, has caused the 
(@ckoo journalists of the United States 
to come toa halt. It comes as an echo 
from abroad of the triumphant fight 
being waged in the United States 
against gold monometaliism. It comes 
as a response from the agricultural 
classes of Germany to the agricultural 
classes of America, whose cause is the 
same. The main argument used by the 
count for the rehabilitation of silver 
was that unless the European countries 
return to  bimetallism, the ‘United 
States, by resuming the free coinage of 
silver, would deprive Europe of the 
trude of every silver standard country 
on the globe, which would include South 
America and Asia almost entire. The 
agricultural depression in England, also 
akin to that in the United States, has 
given the question prominence there. 
The Chicago Herald sneeringly remarks 
that “the agrarians (the farmers) are 
the silver party” in Germany. 

Warned by the past, the organs are 
now felicitating themselves that they 
will restore silver by “international 
agreement,” as called for in the Chica- 
go platform, forgetful of their denun- 
ciation under all circumstances during 
the past few months. It is but the 
beginning of the stampede toward free 
silver that must come in response to 
the demands of a people whose patience 
has already been sufficiently tried. 

Notwithstanding the efforts of ‘the 
administration press to defend the 
Rothschild loan, there are among them

St. Louis Globe-Democrat, rep.: It is evi- 
dent that Cleveland and Carlisle are no 
match for Beimont & Morgan in a bond 
deal.

turns made out as to taxes are on the side 
of over, rather than under, estimates. If 
there is evasion of the law, it will proba- 
bly consist in failing to make any return 
at all, rather than failing to make a proper 
return, if one is definitely prepared. We 
dare say that there are a great many per- 
sons, who, realizing that they have not been 
been summoned by a personal appeal from 
the collector to send in their returns, as- 
Sume that they have been overlooked, and 
that until they are personally called upon 
they had better lie low, on the assumption 
that they are individually so unimportant 
that their absence will not attract atten- 
tion. Of course, the only alternative the 
collector has is in using the power that the 
law places in his hands, and imposing a 
penalty upon such delinquents.

Very likely the law may be susceptible 
of improvement in some respects, as, for 
instance, by taxing incomes derived. from 
capital At a somewhat higher rate than in- 
come derived from personal services. But, 
on the whole, there is no good reason why 
it should be regarded by any one as an un- 
just fax. Everybody is exempt to the ex- 
tent of $4,000. ff a man has a clear: income 
of $5,000 he is taxed 2 per cent on $1,000 and 
no more, or $20. One who has a _ clear in- 
come of $5,000 can assuredly afford to pay 
atax of $20, and if he can, the man 
with a clear income of $14,000 can most cer- 
tainly afford to pay a tax of $200. 

‘lhe income tax is really an equalizer as 
far as it goes, because people whose in- 
comes are $4,000 or less pay for more tariff 
and internal revenue tax according to their 
means than people with larger incomes. 
People with large incomes who complain 
of this tax expose themselves to the charge 
of seeking to avoid their just share of the 
public purdens, for the larger their income 
the less in proportion do they pay on im- 
ports and the excise taxes on liquors and 
tobacco—and the tess in proportion is their 
share of the tribute to the protected inter- 
ests.

There is nobody more interesting than a 
native of the east who has had the ad- 
vantages of an education and has seen 
the world. Nobody looking at Monsieur 
Hashim, who is it the Kimball house, could 
doubt his eastern nativity and he is one of 
the class I mention, He is a native of Cairo; 
the son of a wealthy merchant engaged in 
the shipping business, he has had the ad- 
vantage of seejng all of Europe and the 
most of the rest of the world, I asked 


him about Cairo. 
“Your ideas of Cairo and of Egypt were 


doubtless gathered,” he said, “from the 
world’s fair and from Cairo street there, 
Well, that is of course a phase of Cairo 
life, but the scenes represented there and 
the places reproduced would not be 
visited. by a high-caste Egyptian 


except in disguise. of course 
all the European visitors go to see them just 
as visitors in New Orleans go to see queer 
places which the natives of any decency 
never go to look at. Cairo is a beautiful 
city, with what might be called a divine 
climate. Alexandria is another very beau- 
tiful place. Of course, now, a very large 
proportion of the residents of both of those 
cities are foreigners and the fact that Egypt 
is under the control of England has elim!- 
nated much of the native aspect of the 
two places. Are the people satisfied with 
the government? Oh, yes. They would per- 
haps have been better satisfied to 
have had France in control, because 
France’s attitude towards her  col- 
onies is much friendlier, if you urder- 
stand what I mean, than England’s. In oth- 
er words, England makes Egyptians more 
her subjects and does not raise the colony 
to the plane of sisterhood as France would. 
France would develop the country faster 
than England but Eagland will of course 
develop it in time.” 

“What about the khedive?”’ 

“He’s nothing but a boy, whose principal 
diversion is to go off to Constantinople and 
get himself a new wife whenever he feels 
like it. He is a mere figurehead in the 
government of the country. Polygamy? 
Only the Moslem has more than one wife 
and even the educated Moslems if they have 
more than one are anxious to keep that 
fact from the knowledze of their friends, 
The people of intelligence adhere just as 
strictly to the Christian idea of one wife 
as do the people of the rest of the world. 
I know the rest of the world has a different 
idea and thinks that polygamy is generally 
practiced but that is not the case.”

Mr. Scott is the son of a Cleveland capi- 
talist, whose advice to his boy was “go 
south.” The firm in which he is interested 
has made quite heavy deposits in gold 
properties in the region between Gaines- 
ville and Dahlonega.

The Exposition to Occupy the Fourth 
Floor of the Fitten Building. 


THE CHANGE DECIDED ON YESTERDAY 


Dr. Arbeely Is Makinga Great Feature oi 
the Oriental Village—Other 
Exposition News. 


The éntire fourth floor of the Fitten 
building will be the headquarters of the 
exposition after March ist. 

This important move has been under 
consideration for three or four days and 
was definitely settled yesterday. It wae 
rendered necessary for the reason that the 
present offices in The Constitution building 
were not large enough to accommodate 
the increasing demands of the exposition, 
and the change is satisfactory -to all par-

The exposition company occupied the 
second floor of The Constitution building 
for one year. Up to within a few weeks 
ago the quarters were ample enough to 
accommodate the company, but recently 
the volume of business has grown to such 
an extent as to make the officials feel 
the need of more room. . 

On the same floor with the exposition 
offices are two rooms occupied by Superin- 
tendent Stephens, of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company. The addition of these 
two rooms woukid have given tKe exposi- 
tion management the office space needed 
and would have obviated the nocessity of 
moving, The matter was talked over by 
all the parties concerned with a view to ar- 
ranging the matter in a manner suitabie to 
ali, but there were no other offices for fu. 
perintendent Stephens to occupy, and the 
change was nevessitated. 

When it became known that tese uodi- 
tional rooms ceuld not be secured the 
exposition management, after a conter- 
ence, decided that it would be ne€cessary 
to look for’more extensive quarters. 

In casting aboui for a 6uitabie location, 
the Fitten building, which is being hand- 
somely remodeled and = retinished, was 
brought to the attention of President 
Collier, and a contract Was made by which 
entire fourth tloor of this centrally 
located building Decoimes the headquarters 
of the exposition. 

The headyuarters will give the expos 
tion ample space for all its offices and will 
make a coniuortable and piecasant home 
for the company. 

The improvements in the building have 
hot yet been completed, but when they 
are ftinished, the interior of the structure, 
Which is one of the handsomest centrai 
ofice buildings in the city, will nave the 
appearance Of @ new building.

CAPT. ENGLISH TALKS 


Gives His Yiews on the Coming Police 
Investigation. 


HE IS READY TO ASSIST IN IT 


Council, He Says, Has the Perfect Right to 
Make the Investigation—No Change 
in the Board’s Policy. 


When the committee from the general 
council, appointed to investigate the police 
department, begins its work a tf next 
few days, it will be received with open 
arms by the board of police commissioi- 
ers ani that body will do all in its power 
to aid the gentlemen in their work. 

The commfssivifers say they do not know 
exactly what the committee wanis, and 
for that reason they do nut kpow how to 
volunteer any assistance. One thing is 
certain, and that is that there will be noth- 
ing connected with the manner of con- 
ducting the police department that will not 
be made public if the present planus of 
Chairman James W. English are varried 
out. 

He takes the determination of the com- 
mittee to investigation the department in 
@ very quiet and matter-of-fact manner, 
and says he will be glad for the citizens 
of Atlanta to know exactly what is be- 
ing done in the department and what be- 
comes of the morey appropriated for its 
Support. As to what the committee desires 
to know he says is a matter of gueas wcurk 
with him. While he says he will be glad to 
have the investigation, he says at the sume 
time that so far as he can influence mat- 
ters that there will be no change in the 
presefm plan of conducting the police de- 
partment. 

Chairman English Talks Plainly. 

“I am,” said Chairman English yester- 
day afternoon, “entirely at sea so far as 
knowing what the committee specially de- 
Sires to learn. I have no knowledge regard- 
ing what the céurse of the committee will 
be in starting the work. I do not know 
what the gentlemen will want first or 
whether they only want intormat on 1¢gard- 
ing some special feature of the department. 

“It is an easy matter to tell how much 
is paid out for salaries and who receives 
it. The appropriation is made by the very 
body that is to have this investigation 
made, and a regular report is made to it 
every month, Council) should know just 
where the money for this department goes, 
and should have i.e same knowledge of 
every other branch of the city government. 

“The public can depend upon the board 
Ot police commissioners doing all in its 
power to assist the committee in this in- 
vestigation. Of course, the council has a 
perfect right to have this investigation 
made, and any good citizen has the same 
privilege and can make the same demand. 

“If the committee, after having a 
thorough investigation, sees anything that 
it thinks needs correcting or anything that 
would be an improvement to the depart- 
ment, we shall be glad to have our atten- 
uon called to them. The same thing would 
be appreciated from any person, whether a 
public officiai of a private citizen,” 

Wants No Changes \iade. 

While we shall gladly do anything that 
the committee may ask for. I can see 
no necessity for any change in the pres- 
ent policy of governing the department. We 
are now doing ali we can to give the peo- 
ple the best possible service that could be 
given them with the money appropriated 
for the police department. That has been 
our policy ever since I have s:en on the 
board. We shall continue that policy and 
I don’t see where it can be improved on. 


| As to the approaching election, of patrol- 


men in April, I do not see why we should 
make any difference between this one and 
others that have passed. 

“There is not a man connected with the 
police department in any capa: itv that 
would be allowed to remain one instant if 
he was known to be guilty of having in- 
tentionaily violated any of the rules made 
for their government. 

“When such a case is discovered LY Ss 
the guilty man had better lay down his 
club, for he will certainly be dismissed. 

“We shall be glad to see the committee 
through just the same.”

Tay Tried to Realize $4,600 on the 
Local Stock. 


TOLD REOWINE HE HAD AUTHORITY 


An Interesting Story from Nushville—Tay 
Was Released There and at 
Once Rearrested. 


Light igs beginning to break in on the 
past movements in Atlanta of the Ply- 
mouth Rock Pants Company's traveling 
agents. 

Yesterday mornbng’s actiitional facts 
bring out the story of two deals that were 
attempted—one by a traveling auditor and 
the other by F. J. Tay, who appeared 
ts heve the authority of manager of the 
general company. . 

The move attempted by the traveling 
auditor mentioned was to have something 
over $1,000 worth of checks cashed by Mr, 
J. B. Redwine, the money broker. It seems 
that Tay was more ambitious, or was 
armed with more authority, for he tried 
to borrow from Mr. Redwine $1,500 and 
Offered as collateral a mortgage on the 
stock of the local agency. 

Both overtures were rejected by Mr. Red- 
wine and he has’ probably saved himself 
about $2,500. 

It was three weeks ago that the first 
man went to the oflice of Mr, J. B. Red- 
wine and made himself known. He was 
a rather tall, quite good looking, well 
dressed, affable fellow. He is said tp talk 
in an earnest fashion, speaking perhaps too 
slowly for the term enthusiastic to be well 
applied, He was, of course, pleased to 
meet Mr. Redwine. He felt sure that 
they would have no trouble in coming to 
terms, The man had several checks, In 
fact, something like twenty or more, 
amounting to over $2,000. 

But for one thing, according to the man 
with the checks, he would not nave need- 
ed a large amount of money, He was sure 
the Plymouth Rock Pants Company’s cred- 
it was superb in Atlanta. He was glad 
that Mr. Redwine agreed as to the 6su- 
periority of the trousers company’s credit. 
He would like very much to have Mr. Red- 
Wine cash, say—well, about $1,000 -vorth cf 
checks. He, speaking for himself, as- 
sured Mr. Redwine that but for the fact 
that he must go «Cuba, where it might 
be difficult to get the checks cashed, he 
wouldn’t ask this favor. It was some 
trouble to do this, he thought, und he 
would, therefore, pay Mr, Redwine $5 {cr 
his trouble, : 

There was some talk and finally the 
auditor said that he would pay the ex- 
penses of a telegram to Boston to the 
bank upon which the checks were drawn. 
The telegram was sent and the answer 
from the bank was that the checks ‘vere 
not good, but would probably be made 
good by the time they arrived, 

Mr. Redwine declined to cash the checks. 
Tay Wanted to Give a Mortgnze. 
Mr, Redwine dismissed the matter from 
his mind and had no reason to have the 
visit recalled to him until he received a 
visit from F, J, Tay, who was accompanied 
by a man who represented himself to be 
the manager of the local branch. 

Mr. Redwine was asked for the loan of 
$1,500, whereupon Mr, Redwine asked what 
collateral could be offered. Tay told him 
that he would give a mortgage on the 
stock of the local branch. He saowed to 
Mr. Redwine certain papers him 
blanket authority to represent th2 ccm- 
pany. Tay said that he was the manager 
and would give the mortgage. Fic re- 
fer-el to the person with vim, The man 
introduced as the local manag:r said that 
Tay had the proper authority, ‘Tay told 
Mr. Redwine that if he was in doubt he 
could telegraph and offered to get author- 
ity by wire. Mr, Redwine raid that he did 
not care tg accept the mortgage and left.

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TAY HAS HIS TROUBLES. 


He Was Released Yesterday Morning 
and Vhem Rerrre«ted. 

Nashville, Tenn., February 20.—(Spectal,) 
Francis J. Tay enjoyed a few moments of 
liberty today, but is again in jai! tonight. 
He was released on habeas corpus proceed- 
ings, but at once rearrested and a second 
writ of habeas corpus was argued, but 
thas not yet been .decided. 

The proceedings were before Judge J. 
M. Anderson, of the criminal court. The 
first writ was as follows: 

“To the Hon. J. M. Anderson, Judge of 
the Criminal Court of Davidson County— 
Your petitioner, Francis J. Tay, represents 
to your honor that he is illegally restrained 
of his liberty and that he is held in prison 
in the custody of the police authorities 
of Nashville by virtue of a telegram pur- 
porting to be from A. B. Connolly, chief 
of police, in words and figures following, 
to-wit:

The point made in favor of Tay was 
that no warrant had been served on him 
and that no cause had been shown for his 
detention. Judge Anderson decided this 
point was well taken and released the 
prisoner. . 

His Liberty Was Short Lived. 

Tay at once left the cortroom and was at 
once rearrested by Detectives Turner and 
Sidelbottom on a warrant which had been 
previously sworn out but not served, charg- 
ing swindling and cheating. This warrant 
was sworn out by Detective Sidelbottom on 
the information. received by wire from 
Chief Connolly. 

Tay was taken before Justice Campbell 
and committed to jail, but was immediately 
brought back befure Judge Anderson on a 
second writ of habeas vorpus, which 
charged that the causes assigned in the 
warrant were not definite and were insuffi- 
cient to hold Tay under the staute. This 
point was fully argued by the attorneys, 
the defense insisting that the previous dis- 
charge of the prisoner by writ of habeas 
corpus operated as a bar to the second 
prosecution. 

Judge Anderson reserved his decision 
until 9 o'clock tomorrow warning. 

Barrett's Arrival Awaited. 

In the meantime it is expected that At- 
lanta officials will before that time have 
Governor Turney honor a requisition from 
Governor Atkinson and thus take the mat- 
ter out of the courts. 

Tay’s Checks Good in Nashville. 

Tay was in Nashville about three weeks 
ago and floated about $5,000 worth of drafts, 
which were all paid. It is understood here 
that this plan was adopted to tide the com- 
pany over its embarrassment and that 
there was no intention to defraud. 

The Nashville house owed two months’ 
rent, but its other indebtedness was less 
than two hundred dollars. Tay has a tele- 
gram, which he received Saturday while in 
Atlanta, from the president of the Plym- 
outh Rock Pants Company, in which he is 
instructed. to issue no more drafts. Tay 
claims that this shows that he and his 
company were not attempting to practice 
fraud. ‘his telegram is in cypher, as are 
all the other telegrams sent out by this 
company to its attorneys and agents. 

This Looks Suspicious. 

Justice John Gaffney today rendered a 
judgment for $250 in favor of Joseph Branch, 
as a result of an attachment run on the 
Plymouth Rock com.any. In another at- 
tachment run on the same company by 
Francis J. Tay, a judgment for $1,000 was 
rendered. 

The Nashville manager of the company 
Saturday received a telegram instructing 
him to attach the local stock of goods, 
but having no claim on it he did not take 


the action as ordered. 


BARRETT LEFT YESTERDAY. 
He Will Brobably Bring Tay Back 
Sometime This Week. 

Officer Barrett left here for Nashville yes- 
terday afternoon. He took with him all 
the papers necessary to bring Tay back to 
Atlanta. 

Governor Turney will honor the acquisi- 
tion papers without a doubt, and as he 
is at Nashville, no time will be expended 
in securing his sigaature. Officer Barrett 
is expected to reach Nashville some time 
this morning. 

He will probably find Tay in an uncom- 
municative mood. It is said that Tay has 
proved one of the most uncommunicative 
prisoners ever held in Nashville. He occu- 
pied a cell at the siation house there 
Wednesday and last night. To The Con- 
stitution’s correspondent in Nashville he 
stated that Snow did know him and that 
he does not believe that Snow said that 
he was a fraud. He would not discuss the 
charges against him, except to the extent 
of denying that he was knowingly guiity 
of any crime. He declares that he stopped 
giving checks as spon as direcied to. 

Tay was arresed Tuesday morning in 
Nashville by Detectives Turner and Side- 
bottom. It was not long before Tay had 
secured counsel and was preparing to fight 
all attempts to bring him back, as the 
special received last night from Nashville 
tells.

Fertilizers Are Not Up to Last Year 
This Time. 


A TALK WITH THE MANUFACTURERS 


They Say Bad Weather Is One of the 
Causes of the Shortage— Decreased 
Acreage Is Another. 


Six weeks out of the last seven have 
been marked by exceptionally bad weather, 
and in consequence the fertilizer men are 
not in the best of humor. 

It is upon the bad weather as well as 
the decrease of cotton acreage that the 
fertilizer men put the blame of the de- 
crease in the amount of sales as compared 
to this time last year. 

All of the fertilizer manufacturers admit 
that the sales up to now. as compared to 
those up to February 20th of last year, 
show that there has been a falling off in 
sales to the extent of nearly 50 per cent. 

The general supposition has been that 
the farmers have purchased a great deal 
less of fertilizers this year for the simple 
reason that they have determined tocut the 
cottcn acreage. Very little outside of this 
has been taken into consideration. The fer- 
tilizer manufacturers have their own views 
of the matter. 

They declare that the falling off up to the 
present is due as much to the weather as 
to anything else, though they say freely 
that they do not believe that as much fer- 
tilizer material will be used this year as 
was sold last year. In fact, they say that 
they prepared to meet the inevitable de- 
crease in sales by cutting down the output 
2 per cemle «a 

What a Dealer Says of It. 

“The fertilizer manufacturers,’’ said a 
prominent manufacturer only a few days 
ago, “feel that something should be done 
to steady commerce. So fas es we are con- 
cerned, we have held meetings, found out 
the capacity of each and every mill in the 
south, and have decided to produce only 
three-fourtbs of the goods heretofore made. 
Tbat is where 1,000,000 tons have been offer- 
ed, only three-quarters of a million will be 
oftered. 

“For instance I know of three sets of 
sulphur furnaces which have not shut down 
urtil a few days ago in seven years, ex- 
cept for slight repairs. These have been 
clesed down until May Ist. 

“There has been more or less depression 
among the consumers on account of the 
price of «cotton. The better paying and 
promptest class of farmers will use ferti- 
lizers judiciously as long as they farm. 
They have simply done nothing towards 
buying as yet, as there were only three 
working days in January. The farmers are 
obliged to use fertilizers, no matter wheth- 
er they raise corn or cotton.” 

Views from Another Manufacturer. 

“The demand is considerably behind for 
this time of the year,” said a prominent 
local manufacturer. “I do not think that 
the orders so far received will amount to 
more than 75 per cent of last year at this 


} 
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time, if they go that high. I attribute this 
as much to the low price of cotton last 
year as to anything else. 

“There are other reasons, of course— 
reasons just at potent, for this falling be- 
hind. The bad weather last month and 
this month is one, while it cannot be de- 
nied that the d-termination of the farmers 
to plant less cotton is another. To meet. 
this, the factories will not offer but three- 
fourths of that put on tbe market last 
year. i 

“Notwithstanding the decreased ontput 
from the fertilizing factories the prices now 
are one-third what they were fifteen years 
ago. The price has been reduced each year 
for a nomber of years. q 

“I believe myself that the farmers should 
decrease the acreage, but not the amount 
of fertilizers used. For instance, 
they now use eight tons to every forty 
acres they should use six or seven tons te 
every twenty acres. It is simply @ mat- ~ 
ter of arithmetic to show the farmers the” 
truth of this, and where they would make 
m«xpey. The farmers in Georgia ere obliged 
to use fertilizers or turn the business into 
Texas. If they plant corn, they will have 
to use fertilizers.”

A TELEPHONE FRANCHISE GRANTED 


The New Telephone Company Given ea

He Vetoed the License. 

Mayor King has returned to the council, 
without his approval, the petition of E, 
A. Freese for a beer license at 441 Marietta 
street, presented at the last meeting of 
the council by Mr. Camp, for the reason 
that the petition should have, been re- 
ferred to the police committee before be- 
ing acted upon by the council, 

The Franchise Granted. 

The committee on electric lights, tele- 
graph and telephones of the city council, 
Mr. Harman chairman, met in the council 
chamber yesterday and considered «the pe- 
tition of the new telephone company for 
a franchise to construct g@nd operate a new 
telephone system. 

The petitiom was presented to the council 
two meetings ago, by Captain A. J, West, 
Tr. B. Brady and several other well-known 
citizens, and referred to the above commit- 
tee, who deferred action on it until yes- 
terday. 

The committee decided to report the 
petition to the council with a favorable 
recommendation, provided that the com- 
pany be required to put all their wires 
within the fire limits under ground, it be- 
ing the general opinion of the committee 
that no more overhead wires should be put 
up, in the interest of fire protection, 


THE BRIDGE APPROPRIATION. 
The Exact Amount Set Aside by Coun- 
cil for the Two Bridges. 

By the changes made in the apportion- 
ment sheet on the adoption of .he report 
from the finance committee by the council 
Monday the Broad and Alabama street 
bridge appropriations now stand $19,000 for 
a new bridge on Broad street and $15,000 
for the Alabama street bridge. 

The original appropriations for the new 
bridges was $25,000 for the Broad street 
bridge and $20,000 for the Alabama street 
bridge. 

The $11,000 deduction from the original ap- 
propriations was made on recommendation 
of the board of aldermen, there having 
been some controversy between the board 
and the finance committee in reference to 
the apportionments, and the deductions are 
the result of a compromise between those 
bodies. 

Bids have been asked for on the work 
of constructing the bridges, but will not 
be opened “until the latter part of next 
month, the resolution authorizing the 
advertising for bids having so stipulated. 


THAT NEW CITY HALL. 


There Will Probably Be a Meeting of 
the Committee This Week. 

There will probably be a meeting of the 
committee on public buildings and grounds 
of the city council during this or the early 
part of next week to consider the resolu- 
tion offered by Mr. Campbell at the 
council meeting Monday, iooking to the 
purchase by the city of suitable lots or 
tracts to be used for the purpose of erect- 
ing a city hall. 

The need of Atlanta for a new city hall 
is acknowledged on all sides. “here is a 
strong sentiment that Atlanta should have 
a good building of its Own. 

The proposition recently made by Messrs. 
A. B. Steele and F. J. Ansley to build a 
city hall on Pryor street, the puilding to 
be used as @ hotel during the cxposition, 
has not yet been acted upon by the commit- 
tee on public grounds. It was postponed 
several times on account of the absence 
from the city of Mr. Steele, but will prob- 
ably be taken up and considered by the 
committee at its next meeting.

The matter was taken up by the coun- 
cil and discussed at considerable length, 
representatives of both those favorirg the 
granting of the petition and 1's spponents 
being present and addressing the vcwn-il. 

The matter was finally recommitted to 
the committee for further consideration, 
and it is probable that the proceedings 
before the committee will be lively, some 
opposition having arisen to tne granting 
of the petition, mostly by the Atlanca Con- 
solidated Street ilway Compahey, with 
which @company the new line wouid come 
in competition. 

The Atlanta Electric Railroad Company 
was formed several weeks ago, Mr. Dayton 
Hale and a number of other prominent cit- 
zens being interested in it. 


NEXT MEETING OF THE BOARD. 


The City’s Treatment of the Boys’ 

High School to Be Considered. 

A lively and interesting session of the 
board of education will be the one held 
just one week from this afternoon. 

It will be the first meeting of the board 
since the recent action of the city council 
in regard to the Boys’ High school. build- 
ing and the attitude of that body, in re- 
fusing to make an appropriation this year 
for the completion of the building will be 
discussed. 

Believing that the needed appropriation 
would be forthcoming, the board of educa- 
tion began the erection of the building last 
year, using for this pupose a small amount 
that was left of the general fund. 

The cost of the building, according to the 
plans of the architect, was in the neigh- 
borhood of $40,000. The boys had been in 
need of comfortable quarters for a long 
time; in, fact since the organization of the

school they had beem consoled by the 
Promise of a building. 

Several years ago the city council ap- 
propriated a large sum of money for the 
erection of a Girls’ High school building, 
increased to nearly 600 pupils. 
and since that time the attendance has 

The boys have never seen the day when 
they could boast of anything but an old 
deserted hull. They have been forced to 
put up with all kinds of accommodation, 
and yet, in spite of those adversities, the 
Bchool has steadily prospercd. 

Last year the corner stone of the new 
building was laid and the boys had. every 
reason to believe that their long wailing 
was about to have its reward. They were 
not undeceived until the meeting of the 
city council a few weeks ago, and then 
it began to dawn upon them that the 
high school building was still.a delusive 
dream, and they had been chasing in their 
mad enthusiasin only a mere phantom. 

At present the boys are in the old med- 
ical college building, on Edgewood ave- 
nue. For this building the city is com- 
pelled to pay a large rent, that is much 
greater than the-interest the city would 
have to pay on enough money to build 
the school. 

A number of Atlanta’s leading and in- 
fluential young men have graduated from 
the Boys’ High school, and they are pro- 
foundly interested in the attitude of the 
council. They constitute a sirong element 
in the community and they will do all in 
their power to further the interests of the 
school. 

At the meeting of the board next week 
a number of matters will be discussed and 
the city fathers will have something lively 
to say.

Mr. Inman Will Not Replace the Old 


Engine House at Once. 


THE BUILDING WILL COME DOWN SOON 


Mr. Hendrix Will Advertise for Bids to 


Tear It Down -A Big Structure May 
Go Upina Few Months. 


The old fire engine house, on Broad street, 
which collapsed several 


condition, will be immediately torn down. 
it will be remembered that the build- 


ing collapsed on account of the founda- 
tions being weakened by some excavating 


work on the wall, which @pported them 
and the Broad street bridge, a part of the 
wall having fallen in previous tothe main 
collapse of the building. When the wall 
fell in it carried with it part of a small 
extension to the building, occupied by a 
Greek fruit dealer, his stock being precipi- 
tated to the railroad tracks below, to- 
gether with the brick and material of the 
building, 

Soon after the \condemnation by the 
building inspectors, the unusual spell of 
bad weather came on, making it a matter 
of impossibility to begin the work of tear- 
ing the building down, and it has stood 
unmolested and dangerous looking until 
this time. 

Yesterday J, ie: Hendrix & Co., repre- 
senting Mr. Hugh Inman, the owner of the 
building, Said that they had asked for 
bids for removing the old structure and 
that the work would probably begin to- 
day or tomorrow, 

It was said that the city building in- 
Spectors would be asked to make another 
examination of thesbuilding, with a view of 
rescinding their former action in condemn- 
ing the building and allowing it to be re- 
paired temporarily, but City Engineer Clay- 
ton said late yesterday afternoon that no 
such request had come to him, nor did he 


‘know that one would come. 


Mr. J. C. Hendrix, when asked about the 
matter, declined to say whether another 
examination would be asked for, saying 
that the present intentions were to remove 
the building in accordance with the re- 
port of the inspectors and order of the 
mayor made on that report. 

It was learned that the desire to be 
allowed to repair the buuding rested on 
the fact that Mr. Inman wouid not erect 
a new building in its place for the present, 
it being thought that his intentions are to 
eventually remove the building adjoining 
the old engine house, now occupied by 
J. M, & J. C. Alexander, and erect on the 
lot a magnificent structure, covering the 
space from the railroad to about one-third 
the distance to Alabama street, 

The Messrs. Alexander hold a lease on 
the building occupied by them for two 
years from this time, and a representative 
of J. ©, Hendrix & Co, said that if the 
old engine house was removed, which it 
would be, nothing would be done with the 
lot until the expiration of the lease on the 
adjoining building. 

Mr. Inman owns both of the buildings 


and other property in the vicinity. 


He was asked about the matter last 
night at his home, and said that the en- 
tire matter was in the hands of Hendrix 
& Co., but said that he could state that 


the old engine house lot would remain 
vacant for the present. . 


Mr. Inman was reticent about his in- 
tentions in the matter, but said that, of 
course, he would eventually rebuild on 
the lot, how soon, he did not know.
